From this $2,000, $133 was 
taken out for state patrol at North Westminster and 
$428.10 for the patrol of the cement road, leaving a balance 
of $1,438 .90 available for town roads. 

In the Pine Banks District, approximately $575.00 
was spent. In the Kurn Hattin and Central Division 
$600.00 and at Gageville District $538.00. 

Three dollars per day was paid for day labor the past 
year. Seven dollars a day for team labor. 

One dollar and twenty-five cents per hour for trucks 
of one and one half yard capacity, and two dollars for two 
yard capacity. 

The unselected money for the East Parish was spent 
on the road to Pine Banks School. A distance of 1 1/3 miles 
was graveled. 

Washouts caused by unusually heavy rains necessi- 
tated the expending of a great lot of money this year.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS 


The School Directors of the Town of Westminster 
submit their report for the year 1931. 

The so-called Church Lot in Gageville, the purchase 
of which was authorized by a previous town meeting, has 
been carefully surveyed and deeded to the town by the 
trustee of the church estate, making a large and suitable 
playground which has been enclosed by an iron fence set 
in cement. 

The school grounds at the Center have been graded 
and a pretty lawn with suitable shrubs has been set off, 
giving a neat and artistic effect. A catch basin has also 
been installed in connection with the septic tank. 

The Brookside School has been equipped with ad- 
justable seats and desks. The old furniture was entirely 
worn out. Adjustable seats should be installed in all of 
our schools as rapidly as the resources of the town permit. 

During the coming year the board will undertake to 
cover the risk of the pupils being transported, by a blanket 
insurance. 

The board cannot refrain from recording its appre- 
ciation of the humanitarian work being accomplished by 
the Parent-Teachers’ Organizations, for the children of the 
town with the aid and cooperation of our health officer, 
Dr. W. D. Bowen. 

The school expenses for the current year have been 
$21,786.10. The board hopes to reduce this expenditure 
by $1,000 next year. Therefore, a tax sufficient to raise 
$20,786, will be necessary unless further curtailment in 
school service is desired.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


In making my Annual Report I must say that we have 
had what might be called a small epidemic of Scarlet Fever 
and Chicken-pox, but this condition has been general in 
other towns. 

It is difficult to give the exact number of cases of each 
disease in a family as the quarantine is put up with the first 
case and usually not taken down until all have had the 
disease. In many instances several have the disease and 
all are not reported. 

We had quite an epidemic of Scarlet Fever in the 
Pine Banks School District. Many of the cases were so 
light that they did not stay out of school and before we 
noticed them they were peeling. In many cases it was 
hard to keep them in quarantine. 

The number of cases of communicable diseases, as near 
as I can tell from reported cases, were as follows: 


Searlet Fever 10 Cases 
Chicken Pox $1 en) 
Mumps Cree 
Measles 1 4 


Whooping Cough 12 “ 


We had our usual medical inspection of schools and our 
clinics for dental work and general conditions are beginning 
to show. We had the tonsil and adenoid clinic and have 
the older children pretty well cleaned up with the exception 
of the Pine Banks School. There are a number of bad 
tonsil cases there that ought to be operated on this summer 
and I hope we may be able to have the parents co-operate 
with us. 

We had two unusual cases this year that came to the 
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attention of the Health Officer. One was an unknown 
man, who was found dead in a shack at Westminster West. 
The body was so badly decomposed that it was hard to tell 
the cause of death, but from the history of the case and other 
things I decided he died from exposure. 

The other case was of Walter Frost, who was burned 
in his home at Westminster. The body was so badly burned 
it was impossible to tell anything definite about it but no 
doubt he was unable to get out of the house and was suffo- 
cated. 

I would recommend medical inspection of schools this 
coming year and to continue with the dental repair work 
and also the tonsil clinics. 

I again wish to thank the School Board, Selectmen and 
School Nurse for their co-operation shown and help given 
me in my work as Health Officer.
